Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Fresh Meat 3 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick entitled Fresh Meat 3 contains a series of photographs of naked and semi-naked 
women in sexually suggestive poses and engaged in sexual activity. The title, Fresh Meat 3 is 
degrading, treating women as sexual utilities whose only purpose is to sexually gratify men. The 
combination of the photographs on the front and back of the slick creates a barrage of women’s 
flesh, with an emphasis on breasts and genitals. The juxtaposition of these photographs and the 
prominence of the title implies that the women depicted are fresh meat. This is highly degrading, 
and treats the women as sexual objects. The extent, manner and degree of the degrading 
combination of photographs and title are such that the Classification Office considers that if the 
slick were submitted under si 3(1) of the Films, Videos and Publication Classification Act, it would 
be likely to be classified as objectionable. In accordance with Regulation 28(3)(a), the video slick is 
not approved.
